Claim 14 (New): The method of claim 12, wherein the alkyl group is a decyl group. 

Claim 15 (New): The method of claim 10, wherein at least one ofR^R^ andR^ IS a 
methyl group. 

Claim 16 (New): The method of claim 10, wherein X is a linear C10-C28 group. 

Claim 17 (New): The method of claim 10, wherein X is a linear C10-C18 group. 
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Claim 18 (New): The method of claim 11, wherein the side claim of the branched 
alkylene or alkenylene group of X is a Cl-ClO alkyl group. 

Claim 19 (New): The method of claim 18, wherein the alkyl group is a methyl 
group, an ethyl group, a propyl group, an isopropyl group, a butyl group, an isobutyl group, a 
sec-butyl group, a tert-butyl group, a pentyl group, an isopentyl group, a neopentyl group, a 
tert-pentyl group, a hexyl group, an isohexyl group, a heptyl group, an octyl group, a nonyl 
group, or a decyl group. 

Claim 20 (New): The method of claim 18, wherein the alkyl group is a decyl group. 

Claim 21 (New): The method of claim 11, wherein at least one ofR'.R^ andR^ is a 
methyl group. 

Claim 22 (New): The method of claim 11, wherein X is a linear C10-C28 group. 

Claim 23 (New): The method of claim 11, wherein X is a linear C10-C18 group. 

Claim 24 (New): The method of claim 10, wherein the administering is orally, by 
injection or by suppository. 

Claim 25 (New): The method of claim 11, wherein the administering is orally, by 
injection or by suppository. 
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Claim 26 (New): The method of claim 10, wherein the daily dose for a human adult 
is 0.01-1000 mg. 

Claim 27 (New): The method of claim 1 1 , wherein the daily dose for a human adult 
is 0.01-1000 mg. 

Claim 28 (New): The method of claim 10, wherein the daily dose for a human adult 
is 0.1-100 mg. 

Claim 29 (New): The method of claim 11, wherein the daily dose for a human adult 
is 0.1-100 mg. 
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
